Cordier reproduces, in his 
Bibliotheca Sinica, III, 1655, the last page of a copy examined by him, which 
proves our copy to be a variant of this publication; the title page (also repro- 
duced) being identical with ours. 

Cordier declares that the copy he saw was one of two which had appeared in the 
market within a period of a hundred years. Neumann states in the preface to 
his Catechism of the Shamans: “ Only three copies are known. of this great 
literary curiosity: one is in Rome, one in Paris, and one in my possession.’ 

Cordier, however, cites altogether ten. copies, of which the majority are in institu- 
tional libraries. 

The work, which was written at Fokien in 1682, is not only a ‘‘ Grammar of the 
Mandarin language’ in Spanish, but a most interesting guide to the social 
manners and customs prevailing in China at the time; the author—a Dominican 
Friar—being anxious to assist all other missionaries “and Christian visitors to 
‘‘ the land of the Mandarins,’’ in their daily social intercourse with the quaint 
inhabitants of that country. 

The publication is a very interesting specimen of printing in China, from wood 
blocks probably cut by the priests themselves for their private press.

‘* Jacques Peletier had more natural capacity for poetry than either Scéve or Heroet, 
and had he not been so many other things besides a poet—a physician, mathe- 

matician, a spelling-reformer—regarding, as he tells us, poetry merely as a 

relaxation from more serious pursuits, he might perhaps have anticipated Ronsard 
and Du Bellay. Born at Le Mans in 1517, he was sent, at the age of five, to the 
College of Navarre at Paris, of which: his elder brother was Principal, and here he 
seems to have remained, except for a short interval which he spent in a lawyer’s 
office, for fifteen years or more. He was a receptive and enthusiastic student. It 
was during his residence at Paris that he was introduced by his fellow-townsman, 
Nicolas Denisot, to Margaret of Navarre, and became attached to her circle. It was 
probably in the year 1540 that he became secr etary to René du Bellay, the horti- 
cultural bishop of Le Mans, with whom he resided till his death in 1546. His duties 
left him plenty of leisure, and in 1544 (apparently) he took the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine at Montpellier.

Early in the sixteenth century French drama and fiction both portrayed the agonies 
of a virtuous woman, who, when her near kinsman lies under lawful sentence of 
death, is promised his pardon by the governor of the State at the price of her 
chastity. The repulsive tale impressed the imagination of all Europe; but in 
Shakespeare’s. ifetime it chiefly circulated in the form which it took at the hand 
of the Italian novelist Giraldi-Cinthio in the later half of the century. Cinthio 
made the perilous story the subject not only of a romance but of a tragedy called 
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‘‘ Epitia,’’ and his works found entry into English literature; before Shake- 
speare wrote his play. . . Cinthio’s Juriste and Epitia, who are respectively 
rechristened by Whetstone Promos and Cassandra, become in Shakespeare’s 
version Angelo and Isabella. Cinthio in his tragedy (and not in his novel) gives 
Juriste a sister named Angela, which may have suggested Shakespeare’s designa- 
tion.

Very fine copy of this exceedingly rare book. The story of ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet,’’ 
which can be traced back to the Greek romance of ‘‘ Anthia and Abrocemias ’’ by 
Xenophon Ephesius, a writer of the second century; seems to have been first told 
in modern Europe about 1470 by Masuccio, ‘‘ the Neapolitan Boccaccio,’’ in his 
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‘‘ Novellino.’? It was adapted from Masuccio by Luigi da Porto in the ahove 
work, and later by Mattheo Bandello. Near the time that Shakespeare was 
writing his ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet,’’ the Italian story was dramatised by Italian, 
French and Spanish writers. The blind dramatist Luigi Croto published at 
Venice in 1583 ‘‘ La Hadriana, tragedia nova,’’ which though it tells of ‘‘ Romeo 
and Juliet’’ under other names, closely anticipates many passages of Shake- 
speare’s play. Arthur Brooke. in 1562 published ‘‘ The tragicall hystory of 
Romeo and Juliet,’’ and this, we presume, was the final source from which Shake- 


speare derived the plot and characters of his play.

Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence, in his remarkable book ‘‘ Bacon is Shake-speare,”’ 
devotes a special chapter to the above book, and gives six plates of reproductions. 

The engraved title-page is considered by him, and by others, as a fundamental 
piece of evidence in the Shakespeare- Bacon controversy. 

Further important evidence on the Bacon-Shakespeare question is deduced from 
the general contents of the work which deals with secret writing, ciphers, and 
eryptography. 

Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence writes, ‘‘ The great (First) Folio of Shakespeare was 
published in 1628, and in, the following year, 1624, there was brought out a great 
cryptographic book by the ‘ Man of the Moon.’ This book was issued as the key 
to the Shakespeare Folio of 1623, under Bacon’s instructions, and in the year 
following the publication of the Great Folio.’’ 

‘¢ Examine first the left-hand picture, you see a man, evidently Bacon, giving his 
writing to a Spearman who is dressed in actor’s boots. Note that the Spearman 
has a sprig of bay in the hat which he holds in his hand. This man is a Shake- 
Spear, nay he really is a correct portrait of the Stratford house-holder, which 
you will readily perceive if you turn to Dugdale’s engraving of the Shakespeare 
bust, Plate 5, Page 14. In the middle distance the man still holding a spear, 
still being 2 Shake-Spear, walks with a staff, he is therefore Wagstaffe. On his 
back are books—the books of the plays. In the sky is seen an arrow, no, it is 
not sufficiently long for an arrow, it is a Shotbolt (Shakespeare, Wagsiaffe, Shat- 
bolt, of Camden’s ‘ Remains’). This Shotbolt is near a bird which seems about 
to give to it the scroll it carries in its beak. But is it a real bird? No, it has 
no real claws, its feet are Jove’s lightnings, verily, ‘it is the Eagle of great 
verse. 

On the right of the title-page you see that the same Shake-spear, whom we saw 

in the left-hand picture is now riding on a courser. That. he is the same man is 

shewn by the sprig of bay in his hat, but he is no longer a Shake-Spear, he is a 

Shake-spur. Note how much the artist has emphasised the drawing of the spur. 

It is made the one prominent thing in the whole picture. Now glance at the 

top picture on the title-page, note that the picture is enclosed in the magic 
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circle of the imagination, surrounded by the masks of tragedy, comedy, and 
farce. The engraving represents a Tempest with Beacon lights; no, it represents 
‘The Tempest’ of Shakespeare, and tells you that the play is filied with Bacon 
lights (in the sixteenth century bewcon was pronounced Bacon) ‘ Bacon Great 
Beacon. of the State.’ ”’ 

‘‘ At the bottom of the page in the centre Bacon is sitting at his writing desk 
composing his dramas; at his side the actor from Stratford with a mask and in 
Bacon’s clothes being led by strings as Bacon’s puppet. Both are ‘ covered by 
one cap’ which signifies that they have a secret agreement.”’

America, from the year 1888 ; whilst some of the manuscripts were inherited 
from the collector’s father and brother, two of Britain’s Chief Rabbis. 

Among the literary curiosities, connected with Anglo-Jewish history, are a docu- 
ment between Richemus de Gobert and John de Aldefelde (Oldfield) about the 

- Monastery of St. Mary and the Holy Angels-—which was unearthed, along with 
numerous other fragments, in the Geniza, ‘that famous lumber-room of the 
ancient Synagogue of Old Cairo ’’; Manuscr ipts written by the Da Costa Athias, 
who founded the Hebrew Collection at the British Museum; Hebrew Odes and 
Hlegies for Hnglish Monarchs and Princes, etc. 

The facsimiles given in the Catalogue will be of use to other collectors and, students, 
fragments of important lost works, such as the Saadya, being given in order to 
assist others in their identification, as the treasures of the Geniza are scattered 
among many great libraries, especially in Cambridge, Oxford, and the British 
Museum.

This extraordinary little book contains a number of chapters on Tobacco and the 
art of taking it. Copies of this book are excessively rare. According to Medina. 

Imprenta en Mexico, only four copies were known to him, one being the British 
Museum copy wanting a leaf. Whether the other copies are also detective, he 
does not state. 

The book is so important that Medina devotes more than three of his large folio 
pages to it, and gives a list of all the chapter headings. The Copy described 
by Leclerc was defective, and he states that it is a book of the greatest rarity 
and is almost mnknown. 

Antonio describes the book, but doubts if it ever existed, Harrisse, in his lst of 
books printed in Mexico before 1600, describing one of the copies known to 
Medina, states that it is quarto, and that it consists of 255 pages, which is 
entirely wrong. 

The work is divided into three books: 

Book I. treats at length of the climate and the soil of Mexico, of its volcanoes and 
hot springs. 

Book II. treats at length of the mines, plants, tobacco, cocoa, chocolate, ete. 

Book III. is devoted to the Indians, to their clothes, and to those of the Spaniards 
born in Mexico. 

The copies known to and described by Wagner in his ‘‘ Mexican Imprints” and 
the ‘‘ Tribute to Wilberforce Eames,’’ and the only copies cited, are those in 
the National Library, Madrid, the British Museum. London (defective), the 
Huntington Library, and the defective copy in the New York Public Library. 

It is of course not certain that the copy in the National Library, Madrid, or the 
Huntington Library copy are complete.

Andreas Vesalius, the great anatomist, was the son of an apothecary, in the service 
of the Princess Margaret, governess of the Netherlands, and was born at Brussels 
in 1514. From boyhood he showed a strong bent to the study of anatomy, and 
with courage and determination he applied himself to it at Louvain and at 
Paris, running grave risks to obtain subjects. He accompanied for a short time 
the imperial army for the sake of increasing his knowledge; taught at the Uni- 
versities of Pavia, Bologna, and Pisa with extraordinary success; acquired wider 
renown by the publication of his great work in 1542, and two years later was 
appointed first physician to. the Emperor Charles V, whom he had thenceforth 
to accompany in all his movements. He held the same office under Philip IT, 
and in consequence of the claims on his time, as royal physician, he did not 
prosecute his scientific studies. Suddenly, in the height of his honours and 
prosperity, he resolved on making the pilgrimage to Jerusalem, owing to the fact 
that he was found guilty of murder by the Inquisition for having opened a body 
for dissection, before death had really taken place, and that he was allowed to 
expiate the crime by 4 pilgrimage instead of death. On his return (1564) he 
was wrecked and perished of hunger and exhaustion in the Island of Zante. 

This, his principal work (‘‘ De Corporis Human Fabrica ’’), by its original views, 
important discoveries, and convincing evidence, constituted the sciences of 
human anatomy, and opened a new era in the progress of medical science. Its 
daring attacks on established doctrines and the venerated authority of Galen 
brought down on its author a storm of bitter reproach and opposition; but the 
storm soon allayed itself, and Vesalius was honoured by the next generation as 
the discoverer of a New World. This work was first published at Basel in 
1542-8, which edition is exceedingly rare, and almost invariably incomplete, 
because it never was intended to be bound together, but rather was for use in 
separate sheets. The second edition appeared in 1555 at Basel, and this, the 
third edition, at Venice in 1568.

Paér composed the Bridal March for the wedding of Napoleon with: Josephine 
(April 2, 1810). ‘‘ Camilla,’’ according to Grove’s Dictionary, ‘‘ was the most 
celebrated of the operas, which he composed for the national Theatre (Vi2ana), 
and indeed his best work.’' 

‘‘In 1806 Paér accompanied Napoleon to Warsaw and Posen, and in 1807 was 
formally installed as his maitre de chapelle, and took up his abode in Paris. He 
composed the Bridal March for the Wedding of Napoleon with Josephine (Apr. 2, 
1810). In 1812 he succeeded Spontini at the Italian Opera, to which he remained 
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attached until 1827, in spite of many changes and disputes and of the pecuniary 
embarrassments which beset the theatre. He and Rossini were temporarily asso- 
ciated from 1824-26. 

‘““As a man Paée was not beloved; self-interest and egotism, servility to his 
superiors, and petty intrigues against his professional brethren, being faults com- 
monly attributed to him. But as a composer he is one of the most important 
representatives of the Italian operatic school at the close of the 18th century.”’

He was very enterprising and exercised great influence at the Spanish court. He 
was chronicler to Ferdinand V and Isabella the Catholic; and it was the Emperor 
Charles V, (with whom he regularly corresponded) who urged him to write his 
books. Amongst his more voluminous works are his Chronicle of Fernan Gonzalez 
and of the Cid. Although later critics have deplored some of the inaccuracies 
contained in his works, they are all nevertheless extremely valuable and interest- 
ing on account of the ‘authentic data which form the greater part of them, and 
which he obtained from the original sources in the monastic achives placed at his 
disposal.

A curious and interesting memorial in defence of Spanish women and their dress 
and adornment of the day. The author was a licentiate, and replies with spirit 
to the unfavourable criticism directed by some other licentiate, in a publication 
entitled Rogacion en detestacion, against their contemporary women’s dress. In 
addition to moralising on the infinite superiority of the human race above all 
creation, in being free to choose and change their raiment at will, the author 
brings in many amusing arguments in favour of the voluminous and costly dress 
of the seventeenth century; even advancing the theory that if Spain did not 
indirectly encourage a taste in dress by trading in textile with the Indies 
(whence so much of the royal treasury’s gold and silver emanated), the growing 
taste for purple and fine linen would throw open the American ports to foreign 
competition in materials. There are many interesting references to the details 
of the costume of his period and of biblical and classical times.

Francisco de Guzman was a Spanish warrior-poet of the sixteenth century, or whose 
life little is known.

Salva mentions this edition in his notes to No. 1288, but did not possess a copy. 
Paula’s Manual (IV, p. 79) cites two copies of this rare edition. The second was 
published twenty-three years later, and a third, which included Guajardo’s Pro- 
verbs, was published in Paris in 1614 and is the edition cited by Salva. 

The author, whose real name was Pedro Faria, was one of several contemporaries 
who were influenced by the epoch-making Celestina. 

In this curious little allegorical fantasy, in which each character personifies some 
virtue or vice, the author attempts to depict the illusion of the worldly life. 
The reactions of the allegorical persons upon one another show the primitive 
factor of life—Love—in its various aspects, while the world dreams on, awaiting 
the enlightenment which Death and Truth will bring.

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Palau was the only bibliographer who saw or knew of a complete copy, and de- 
scribes it as possessing three plates (which our copy contains) whereas Medina 
thought there were only two plates, and Sabin vaguely describes it as possessing 
‘‘ engravings.’’? Being an Inquisitorial publication, printed for and by the Holy 
Office, no doubt the original edition was extremely limited; and apparently the 
few available copies are incomplete in one way or another. 

The text contains a short history of the establishment of the Inquisition by the 
Catholic Sovereigns, of its patronage by St. Peter Martyr, and the papal edicts 
given in connection with the Cofradia or Brotherhood ot St. Peter Martyr. The 
rules and constitutions of the Cofradia are then set forth.

No copy of this excessively rare first edition is in the Brtish Museum, Church 
Catalogue or J. Carter Brown Library, nor is it mentioned bv any of the biblio- 
graphers: Salva, Palau, Escudero, Medina, Brunet, Sabin, Harrisse, or J.eclerc. 
In fact, it appears to be quite unknown to bibliographers, many of whom have 
repeated Brunet’s erroneous statement to the effect that the Toledo edition of 
1546 is the first. Harrisse cites this latter edition under No. 268. 

This book contains a detailed biography of the Catholic sovereigns, and there are 
chapters on Columbus’s discovery of the new hemisphere, the conquest of the 
Canary and other islands in the Atlantic, etc. 

Lucio Marineo Siculo was an Italian humanist and historian, who was born in Sicily 
—hence his surname Siculo—in 1460, and died in Spain in 1533. 

He studied the classics in Palermo and Rome, and proceeded to Salamanca to teach 
Latin, rhetoric and poetry. After twelve years of this work, he was appointed by 
Ferdinand V to the post of historiographer and chaplain at the court, where he 
was responsible for the education of the children of noblemen. His lucid exposi- 
tion of Latin was also of great service to the priests about the court. Marineo 
Siculo exercised a great influence upon the literary renascence in Spain. 

After the Queen’s death, this littérateur accompanied Ferdinand on his voyage to 
Naples. He continued to act as chaplain and literary adviser at the Court until 
the reign of the Emperor Charles V, and obtained a canonicate at Talermo in 
1524. Most of his books were published in Latin and some have remained in 
manuscript.

An extremely rare Toulouse woodcut book, both interesting for its unusual medical 
contents and as being an Antisemiticum. Only edition. The first part of the 
book a ‘‘ Regimen of sexual hfe’’ is an ample refutation of a treatise ‘‘ De epy- 
dumiali morte,’’ by the physician Ludovicus de Villa Rubea. The two physicians 
disputed about their views ‘‘ ad poenam ignis ’’ before the Archbishop of Toulouse, 
in April 1514. The second part, a hterary monument of the persecution of the 
Jews in Spain, Portugal and France, strongly attacks the Jews and culminates 
in the demand to have them expelled from France, as well as the Neo- 
Christians, the so-called ‘‘ Sequaces judaeorwm ”’ or ‘ Marrani.’’ Amongst others 
syphilis is made out to be a chastisement for having given admission to the Jews. 
The whole is composed in the form of a dialogue between Fides and one called 
Hremita. The peculiar woodcuts show a strong Spanish influence. The second 
full-page cut represents the Arbur judaica growing from the Hortus Inlorum 
( = France), the author is seated at the left side of it, whilst on the right side 
there is Fides, escaping. 'Then follows a picture entitled ‘‘Sinagoga Jiudeorum”’ 
showing Hebrew scribes. The name of the printer Jehan Faure is found in the 
privilege at the end, dated August 8th, 1517.

translator, is correct. James Lyell, who reproduces some of these woodcuts in 
his ‘‘ Karly Book Illustration in Spain,’’ says of this work: ‘‘ The year 1520 was 
notable for two productions from this press of outstanding interest from the 
point of view of their illustrations. The first was Aurea expositio hymnorum of 
Nebrissensis, and the second, Las quatorze decadas of Livy. . . The very marked 
German influence on the book illustration of the Coci press is conspicuously 
evidenced in Las quatorzedecadas. A substantial and imposing folio volume of 
upwards of 500 leaves, it is one of the most finely printed books of the period.

The author Juan de Padilla was born in 1468, and died sometime after 1518. He 
was commonly called El Carturano, or the Carthusian, because he chose thus 
modestly to conceal his own name, and announce himself only as a monk of Santa 
Maria de las Cuevas in Seville. Before he entered into that severe monastery, 
he wrote a poem called The Labyrinth of the Duke of Cadiz, which was printed in 
1493: but his chief works were composed afterwards. 

‘“‘The one ertitled ‘ The Twelve Triumphs of the Twelve Apostles.’ was completed 
on the 14th of February, 1518; a poem formidable for its length, since it fills a 
thousand stanzas of nine lines each. It is partly an allegory, but wholly religious 
in its character, and is composed with more care than anything else its author 
wrote. The action passes in the twelve signs of the Zodiac through which the 
poet is successively carried by Saint Paul, who shows him, in each of them first, 
the marvels of one of the twelve Apostles; next, an opening of one of the twelve 
mouths of the infernal regions; and lastly a glimpse of the corresponding, division 
of Purgatory. Dnte is evidently the model of the great monk. Indeed, he 
begins with a direct imitation of the opening of the ‘ Divina Commedia,’ from 
which, in other parts of the poem, phrases and lines are not unfrequently bor- 
rowed. The language, which has a decided air of yet elder times about it, 1s free 
and strong, and the versification, considering the period, is uncommonly rich and 
easy.’’—(Ticknor, History of Spanish Literature.)

This fine and much sought after edition is mentioned by Salva in his notes to 
Palmerin de Oliva (No. 1651), but he did not possess a copy. The woodcut on 
the first title-page represents Primaleon with Polendos and Duardos, facing the 
giant Gataru in the battlefield; while those on the second and third title-pages 
are the same design, representing a mounted knight, squire and page. The 
smaller woodcuts are quaint illustrations of the scenes in the story. 


This is the second of another series of romances of chivalry, similar to the cycle of 
Amadis de Gaul, and relates to the exploits of Palmerin de Oliva. This cycle is 
kncewn as the Palmerines, and is rich in episode, many of the adventures having 
occurred to the first hero amongst the palms and olive groves of Constantinople, 
from which he derives his name, 


Primaleon relates the more complicated history of Palmerin de Oliva’s sons, 
Primaleon and Polendos, with ‘‘ Don Duardos,’”’ Prince Edward of England, whose 
name was given to a dramatized version of this romance, by Gil Vicente. The 
author of these two romances is unknown: some have attributed the work to a 
lady of Ciudad Rodrigo; others have cited Francisco Vasquez as the author. 
These romances were followed by Palmerin en Inglaterra, which is indebted to 
Cervantes for the perpetuation of its fame, being one of the works which Quixote 
was enjcined to preserve in his library. The three romances had a great European 
vogue in the sixteenth century.

This remarkable book consists of poems arranged to occupy certain pages that 
also contain a woodcut figure or figures, but without interruption of ihe text 
which occupies the spaces between the lines forming the figure as well as outside 
it. As these inner portions are in red ink, one can see that they can be isolated 
from their context and yet be read in a new sense. Thus, there is a figure of 
the Emperor Louis on Bbl vo., one of Christ on al vo., others in the forms of 
Cherubs, crosses of various shapes, letters, Evangelistic symbols, a kneeling 
monk (Rabanus) &c. ‘There are 28 of these pages, two others (a4, kl) being 
blank but for the headline (these probably the illegible portions of the original 
M.S.). It is to be noted that though these pages appear all to be set up with 
type, they are really, in the more complicated instances, entirely cut (with their 
figures) on the block in imitation of type. (This might be considered as a late 
instance of a German block-book: the same printer reproduced the early Ars 
Memorandi). The more simple ones are set in type, certain portions being 
enclosed by metal rules. Certain pages (e.g., b2 vo.) have had only those letters 
that immediately surround the figures cut with them, the rest of the page to 
save further useless labour being filled in with type, only distinguishable by a 
close examination. That on c4 vo, has the red figure with xylographic lettering 
printed in the midst of type. The red seems to have been printed first. Each 
of these pages of text is followed by a transcript in ordinary type for the sake 
of clearness and a Declaratio explaining the whole ingenious arrangement. Part 
It consists of remarks on each figure. 

The other two cuts (160 x 126 mm.) are on Aad vo. and 6 vo., representing Pope 
Gregory IV. with Rabanus kneeling before him. In the first cut another monk 
presents Rabanus, he is probably Alcuin though he died before this Pope 
succeeded. In each case the Pope holds a book in ‘‘ bag’’ binding. 

All the initials are in red. Greek letters (e.g., h4) are apparently makeshifts. 

Rabanus (776-856) was abbot of Fulda and afterwards bishop of Mainz.

Although Colmeiro states that 
the author does not fail to advance some justification for the treatment of the 
negroes of Cape Verde, Padre Mercado’s sentiments are humanitarian, and an 
outstanding feature of his work is his advocacy of the abolition of slavery. Salva 
comments upon the fact—-very worthy of note in the author’s own day—-that 
many years before the English had brought about the abolition of the slave 
trade, a Spaniard had already pleaded the cause of the negro in bondage.

The Collector of Incunahula and the Student of Typography will find in this col- 
lection, the only one of its kind, ample material for comparing the xsthetic, as 
well as the historical, values of the earliest European presses. In his interesting 
and concise English text, Konrad Haebler, probably the most expert authority on 
the subject of Incunabula, gives a clear bibliographical outline of the works from 
which his Original Leaves were taken, and adds interesting and all-important 
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details on the influence of the various printers one on the other; mentioning 
similar ‘‘ cuts of types’’ used in different presses. 

In Part I, 110 Original German Incunabula Leaves were chosen from some of the 
most beautiful and epoch-making books issued by the famous presses of Augsburg 
Bamberg, Basle, Blaubeuren, Cologne, Esslingen, Freiburg, Hagenau, Heidelberg, 
Mainz, Meissen, Memmingen, Nuremberg, Passau, Reutlingen, Speier, Strass- 
burg, Tuebingen, Ulm and Wuerzburg.
